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Tuts neglected and much abused portion of the empire, is 
about to force itself upon the notice of our statesmen, In a man- 
ner too imposing, to admit of further contempt. We cannot 
too earnestly call the attention of the public to this subject, be- 
cause what [reland now is, England must beeome, through the 
operation of the same system, which is every where rapidiy 
disorganizing the whole fabric of our constitution.

In all tyrannies, and systems approximating to tyrannies, they 
are of frequent occurrence, as ignorance or information pre- 
vails. 

Nothing can reclaim Trelund from its preseat fearful condi- 
tion, but a total change of policy, and a FREE PUBLIC 
press. Mr. Cossert, with fair play for lis popular talents, 
would effect more towards the tranquillization of Ireland in 
six months, than fifty thousand men in as many years as they 
would live. ‘lo point a sword ata man is only to awake his 
angry passions, ‘To address his feedings, and his interest, and 
his emportance, is the only method of recovering his affections. 
To repeat a phrase used before, men must be treated as they 
are expected to behave. Spaniels may be beaten into kindness ; 
but men are not to be governed by stripes, nox legislated for 
under the fear of the lash, or the roar of the cannon, Let 
the advecates of force look at Ireland, and tremble at the con- 


sequences of their favourite system. 


It is ridiculous to say these partial revolts can be put down 


by force. Will force cost nothing? Will force prevent the 
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eruptions from azain breaking forth? Or will it not rather be 


the means of spreading and trritateng the evil? When men

After a deliberation of fen days. during which, it is quite 
avident the ministers did not knew what to do with the Cato Sircet 
conspirators, they have been at last disposed of, for the present, 
with all due respect to she parade of importance which must be 
made of their conspiracy, for public effect. The ministers ought, 
indeed, to appoint a day of rejoicing, not for the discovery, but 
for the existence of the plot. Even the Tivscs veatures to con- 
fess, “that there is hardiy a man in office, who could help rubbing 
‘his hands with pleasure, and congratulating Mis neighbour at 
 aneh a ducky ocewrrerce, on the eve of an election ?” 

At first, however. it would seem, that the ministers were sadly 
afraid the plot could not be made to look biz eneugh, for the pur- 
oses it was wanted te answer. Atrocious asthe ultimate designs 
are admitted to be, so bungling a conspiracy was never before 
arranged, except those of U/iver and Castles, of which the Cabinet 
obtained all the credit; and people began to believe that such 
bunglers at plotting could be found no where else ; until the Cato 
street affair was selecied to put the past stratagems in proper 
company. 

The arrest of the parties before they had committed any overt 
act, fortunate as it was for the peace of society, was unfertunale 
for the magnitude of the charge brought against them. Without 
the crime of high ércason being committed, nothing could be 
made of the matter, but as being the desperate undertaking of a 
few madmen driven to despair. Such a construction of ihe affair 
would have done nothing for the ministry. And hence the delay 
of so many days, before it could be found ovt upon whatcharge 
the prisoners ought te be comantied. 

‘The accusation agaiast tue parties in cusiody, is that they con- 
spired together to assassinate the whole of the cabinet ministers. 
This it was, possibly, in their power to have donc; but this crime 
we believe would not have been high treason; and without that 
could be established, little was effected. Examination after ex- 
amination took place, arresis were made upon arrests. Watson's 
apartments in prisum were searched for evidcnee of freason against 
the séate; and Preston was again raised into the unportance of 
heing considered a sfate prisoner! still ie commitment for higk 
treason hung loose! This charge had before failed against the se- 
ame persons, It has been brought forward, and abandoned in se- 
veral other cases, and the law officers were said to eptertain doubis 
whether a verdict of guilly could be rationally expected. The 

prisoners were therefore remanded to waich-houses, and houses 
of correction until the highest authorities of the country could 
dicarer what offence had been committed. And, probably, if 
the present aspect of affairs had no! required an imposing melo. 
drame, to interest the public in behalfotthe heroes of Downing. 
street, the conspirators had been quiclly lodged in Newgate, as 
madmen, who in pursuit of a guilty, but wnattainable object, had 
committed the crime of rrurdcr, for which their lives had become 
iorlert to the Jaws.
